The  Republicans  of  Utah’s  Second 
Congressional  District  will  probably 
lose  a  seat  in  The  U.S.  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  tomorrow  to  Democrat 
Wayne  Owens,  said  a  BYU  political 
science  instructor. 

“There’s  a  growing  sense  that 


they’re  (second  district)  not  being  ad¬ 
equately  represented,”  said  David 
Magleby,  associate  professor  of  politi¬ 
cal  science.  “The  problem  has  to  do 
with  effectiveness.” 

The  latest  poll  from  Dan  Jones  and 
Associates  shows  Owens  with  a  seven 
point  lead  over  Shimizu.  Registered 
voters  favor  Owens  by  48  percent  to 
Shimizu’s  41  percent;  2  percent  are 
for  other  candidates  and  9  percent  are

American  hostage  released  in  Beirut 

BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  —  Shiite  Moslem  kidnappers  freed  American 
hospital  administrator  David  Jacobsen  on  Sunday  after  holding  him  for  17 
months  and  said  recent  U.S.  moves  might  lead  to  release  of  other  American 
captives  in  Lebanon. 

Jacobsen,  55,  of  Huntington  Beach,  Calif.,  was  turned  over  to  U.S.  officials 
on  a  street  in  Moslem  west  Beirut.  A  U.S.  embassy  official,  who  insisted  on 
anonymity,  said  Jacobsen  was  in  good  health  at  the  embassy  compound  in 
Christian  east  Beirut. 

In  Santa  Barbara,  Calif. ,  President  Reagan  said  he  could  not  divulge  details 
of  what  lead  to  the  release,  but  that  “we  have  been  working  through  a  number 
of  sensitive  channels  for  a  long  time.” 

Asked  about  the  remaining  hostages,  White  House  spokesman  Larry 
Speakes  said  it  was  difficult  to  make  predictions  but  “we  remain  hopeful.” 


Police  look  for  clues  in  Calif,  murder 


SAN  ANDREAS,  Calif.  (AP)  —  Some  unspecified  leads  were  reported  this 
weekend  in  the  killings  of  two  men  and  a  woman,  all  of  Utah,  in  a  rural 
subdivision  in  Calaveras  County.  They  were  found  Friday  morning. 

The  victims  were  identified  Saturday  by  Calaveras  County  deputy  sheriff 
Jim  Stenquist  as  David  and  Donna  Miller  of  Salt  Lake  City,  and  Dennis  Wiebe 
of  Bennion-Taylorsville. 

“Some  of  the  leads  look  good,”  said  Stenquist.  “A  lot  of  information  has  to  be 
checked  out.  Some  (leads)  look  as  though  they  can  be  developed  further,  but  so 
far  it  hasn’t  developed  enough  to  point  to  a  particular  suspect.” 

Stenquist  gave  no  details  about  the  leads. 

Stenquist  said  between  30  and  40  officers  helped  in  an  intensive  search  of 
the  area.  “No  suspects  were  found.  At  this  time,  we’re  trying  to  determine 
who  the  suspects  are.  We  do  not  have  any  eyewitnesses.” 

GOP  seeks  gubernatorial  majority 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Republicans  are  almost  certain  to  score  gains  in 
governor’s  races  Tuesday,  but  it  would  take  a  sweep  of  10  tossup  contests  for 
them  to  come  out  of  the  1986  elections  with  their  goal:  a  majority  of  the  nation’s 
governorships. 

A  survey  of  the  races  by  Associated  Press  reporters  in  the  36  states  electing 
governors  this  year  found  Democratic  candidates  appeared  safe  in  11  states 
and  leaning  ahead  in  two  more. 

In  five  states  the  Republican  was  safe  and  four  more  states  were  leaning 
GOP. 

The  remaining  14  states,  a  surprisingly  large  number,  remain  tossups  going 
into  Election  Day.  But  Republicans  must  win  10  of  those  14  neck-and-neck 
races  if  they  are  to  capture  a  gubernatorial  majority  for  the  first  time  since 
1969. 


Pres.  Benson  cancels  a  visit  to  Idaho 

BOISE,  Idaho  (AP)  —  Ezra  Taft  Benson,  president  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  suffering  from  “anxious  exhaustion,”  cancelled 
an  appearance  before  nearly  14,000  church  faithfuls  at  an  area  conference  in 
Boise  on  Sunday. 

Benson,  87,  would  have  been  the  first  prophet  and  president  of  the  LDS 
Church  to  attend  a  regional  conference  in  Idaho. 

“I  was  heartbroken;  I  was  disappointed,”  Marvin  J.  Ashton,  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  Twelve  Apostles,  told  members  of  10  stakes  from  Boise, 
Meridian  and  Mountain  Home  after  being  informed  late  Saturday  night  that 
Benson  would  not  attend. 

“The  excitement  of  contemplating  being  with  you  all  week  . . .  has  caused  an 
anxious  exhaustion  that  makes  it  impossible  for  him  to  be  here  today,”  Ashton 
said.

'Y'  student's  car 
stolen,  wrecked

An  unidentified  Salt  Lake  County 
man  was  killed  Saturday  after  the  van 
he  was  driving  collided  head-on  with  a 
stolen  vehicle  driven  by  a  Utah  State 
Hospital  patient,  authorities  said. 

Jon  Michael  Peterson,  24,  a  patient 
at  the  hospital,  was  driving  the  yellow 
AMC  Concord  north  on  Interstate  15 
when  he  crossed  the  median  and  en¬ 
tered  the  southbound  lane.  Alta  Mae 
Johnson,  a  witness  to  the  accident 
said,  “The  police  were  chasing  the 
yellow  car  when  it  lost  control,  it 
rolled  three  times  and  landed  on  the 
van.”  Police  confirmed  that  the  car 
was  being  chased  by  a  Utah  State 
Highway  Patrol  Officer,  Ross  Hunt. 

Both  drivers  were  alone  in  their 
cars  and  were  taken  to  American 
Fork  Hospital.  Two  other  cars  were 
damaged  during  the  accident,  but 
there  were  no  other  injuries. 

The  driver  of  the  white  Volkswa¬ 
gen  van  was  pronounced  dead  at  the 
hospital  at  2:14  p.m.  Saturday.  Peter¬ 
son  has  been  returned  to  Utah  State 
Hospital,  according  to  the  Utah 
County  Sherriffs  Deputy,  Dennis 
Harris. 

Peterson  had  been  listed  as  absent 
without  leave  at  the  time  of  the  acci¬ 
dent. 

Dale  Robert  Brown,  a  BYU  senior 
majoring  in  electrical  engineering 
from  Rigby  Idaho,  is  the  owner  of  the 
car  that  Peterson  was  driving.  The 
car  was  reported  stolen  at  12:54  p.m. 
from  550  E.  100  North  in  Provo. 
Brown  and  a  neighbor  followed  the 
supect  while  another  neighbor  called 
the  police.  “I  went  with  a  neighbor 
and  followed  him  for  about  five  miles 
then  we  stopped  and  called  police  to 
tell  them  what  direction  he  was  head¬ 
ing  in,”  said  Brown. 

Peterson  headed  north  on  Inter¬ 
state  15.  Officer  Ross  Hunt  of  Utah 
Highway  Patrol  said  he  started  chas¬ 
ing  Peterson  at  approximately  500 
East  in  American  Fork.  The  accident 
occured  just  south  of  Lehi. 


Waldheim  denies  he  ever  fought

Austrian  President  Kurt  Wald¬ 
heim  said  he  never  fought  Yugoslav 
partisans  during  a  Nazi  operation  and 
denied  that  the  Soviets  tried  to  black¬ 
mail  him  into  becoming  a  spy  by 
threatening  to  chanrge  him  with  war 
crimes,  his  spokesman  said. 

Gerold  Christian,  the  spokesman,, 
made  the  comments  after  the  Wash¬ 
ington  Post  reported  recently  that 
Waldheim  had  acknowledged  after 
months  of  denial  that  he  served  in 
Kozara,  site  of  a  brutal  Nazi  “pacifica¬ 
tion”  operation. 

Thousands  of  Yugoslavs  died  in 
that  province  during  the  1942  opera¬ 
tion.  The  Post  said  that  Waldheim 
was  recommended  for  a  German  army 
medal  for  his  role. 

It  said  that,  in  a  13-page  memo  sent 
to  the  Post  in  April,  the  former  U.N. 
secretary-general  denied  involve- 
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ment  in  the  operation  to  remove 
80,000  residents,  including  3,500 
armed  partisans,  from  Kozara,  in  the 
western  part  of  the  Bosnia  province. 

The  Post  quoted  Christian  as  say¬ 
ing  “additional  research”  had  re¬ 
vealed  the  memo  was  incorrect. 
Christian  said  Waldheim  was  in  the 
Kozara  area  for  a  short  period  and 
quoted  the  president  as  saying  he  was 
not  directly  involved  in  fighting  and 
did  not  witness  mass  killings. 

“Waldheim  never  took  part  in  any 
way  in  actions  against  partisans  or 
Jews,”  Christian  said.  He  said  Wald¬ 
heim  was  a  supply  officer. 

In  Washington,  Justice  Depart¬ 
ment  spokesman  Patrick  Korten  said 
the  department  had  known  earlier 
about  Waldheim’s  presence  in  the  re¬ 
gion,  and  that  Waldheim  had  con¬ 
firmed  it. 

Christian  also  said  that  Waldheim 


“categorically  denied”  he  was  con¬ 
tacted  to  work  as  an  agent  for  the 
Yugoslavs  or  the  Soviets. 

The  Post  quoted  former  Yugoslav 
officials  as  saying  that  Yugoslav  and 
Soviet  intelligence  operatives  tried 
blackmailing  Waldheim  in  1947  and 
1948  into  becoming  a  communist 
agent  by  threatening  to  charge  him 
with  war  crimes  if  he  did  not  cooper¬ 
ate. 

Anton  Kolendic,  the  senior 
Yugoslav  intelligence  agent  in  Vienna 
during  that  time,  was  quoted  as  say¬ 
ing  that  he  gave  Waldheim’s  file  to 
Soviet  intelligence  agents  and  that  he 
was  “absolutely  certain”  the  approach 
had  been  made. 

The  statement  from  Waldheim’s  of¬ 
fice  said,  “Dr.  Waldheim  was  never 
approached  by  any  country  in  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  recruit  him  for  such  country’s 
intelligence  service.”

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Majority  says  government 
does  tell  lies ,  but  shouldn't 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Nearly  three- 
quarters  of  those  surveyed  for  a  New 
York  Times-CBS  Poll  said  they  be¬ 
lieve  it  is  wrong  for  the  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  to  lie  to  Americans  to 
achieve  the  foreign  policy  goal. 

However,  53  percent  of  the  2,016 
adults  who  participated  in  the  poll  on 
government  credibility  said  they  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  government  told  the 
truth  only  some  of  the  time. 

Only  one  percent  said  they  believe 
the  government  tells  the  truth  all  the 
time.  Thirty-four  percent  said  they 
thought  the  government  tells  the 
truth  most  of  the  time  and  nine  per¬ 
cents  said  the  government  hardly 
ever  tells  the  truth. 

The  survey  was  conducted  by  tele¬ 
phone  Oct.  24-28  after  the  contro¬ 
versy  over  charges  that  the  White 
House  had  planted  false  reports  about 
Libyan  terrorist  attacks. 

It  found  that  most  of  those  polled  re¬ 
jected  Secretary  of  State  George  P. 


Shultz’s  stand  that  lying  in  the  na¬ 
tion’s  interest  was  sometimes  justi¬ 
fied . 

The  participants  were  asked 
whether  they  thought  “it  is  all  right 
for  the  administration  to  lie  to  the 
people”  to  “achieve  a  foreign  policy 
goal.” 

Some  73  percent  said  it  was  not, 
while  18  percent  answered  that  dis¬ 
honesty  would  be  justified.  Seven 
percent  said  it  would  depend  on  the 
situation. 

Republicans  rejected  lying  by  a 
margin  on  67  percent  to  25  percent. 
Supporters  of  President  Reagan’s 
foreign  policy  rejected  lying  by  a  simi¬ 
lar  margin,  the  poll  showed. 

Meanwhile,  46  percent  of  those  who 
approved  of  lying  to  achieve  policy 
goals  said  they  believed  the  govern¬ 
ment  told  the  truth  all  or  most  of  the 
time,  a  seeming  bargain. 

There  was  a  three  percent  error 
margin  in  the  survey.

Blind  student  a  public  educator

Educating  the  public  and  “being 
treated  like  everyone  else”  are  goals 
of  a  BYU  sophomore  music  major, 
who  happens  to  be  blind. 

Jamie  Weaver,  who  was  born  blind, 
founded  “Weaver’s  Unique  Braille 
Services,”  which  is  based  in  her  home 
in  Spokane,  Wash.  The  company 
prints  restaurant  menus,  directories 
and  other  literature  in  braille. 

She  started  her  business  because 
“it  was  absolutely  necessary;  no 
restaurants  had  menus  printed  in 
braille.”  Her  father  runs  the  company 
while  she  is  attending  school  at 
BYU. 

Her  latest  project  is  a  training  film 
for  restaurant  employees  about  deal¬ 
ing  with  blind  patrons.  She  co-di- 
rected  and  produced  the  film  and 
hopes  fast  food  chains  will  be  inter¬ 
ested  in  it. 

“I  want  to  do  these  films  for  all 
types  of  handicaps  and  all  types  of 
employment,”  she  said. 

The  theme  of  her  film  is  communi¬ 
cation.  She  said  restaurant  em¬ 
ployees  need  to  learn  how  to  talk  to 
handicapped  people. 

“Often  when  I’m  in  a  restaurant, 
the  waitress  looks  at  my  companion 
and  says  ‘What  does  she  want?”’ 
Weaver  said. 

She  also  does  volunteer  work  as  a 
representative  for  the  March  of 
Dimes.  She  speaks  to  various  state 
clubs  and  state-level  organizations 
about  supporting  the  March  of  Dimes 
and  about  being  handicapped. 

“When  you're  a  handicapped  per¬ 
son,  you  automatically  become  a  pub¬ 
lic  educator,”  Weaver  said.  “I  believe 
in  public  education.  People  need  to 
tell  each  other  about  each  other.” 

She  also  would  like  to  educate  those 
around  her. 

“I  think  a  lot  of  people  see  a  blind 
person  and  approach  him  or  her  as  a 
walking,  talking  compassionate  ser¬ 
vice  project,”  Weaver  said. 

She  explained  that  although  she’d 
like  to  be  accepted  like  anyone  else, 
she  does  have  certain  limitations. 

“It’s  okay  to  ask  if  I  need  help,”  she 
said.  “I  need  people  who  are  willing  to 
help  me  out  sometimes.” 

Weaver  finds  part  of  this  help  in  her 
guide  dog,  Krona,  a  black  female 
Labrador.  Krona  was  trained  by

“When  someone  has  a  cane,  people 
automatically  feel  sorry  for  him,  but 
they  really  like  the  dog,”  she  said. 

Weaver  enjoys  BYU  and  said  “peo¬ 
ple  here  really  seem  to  care.  ”  She  also 


said  she  finds  BYU’s  facilities  for  the 
handicapped  adequate. 

“BYU  offers  a  lot  for  the  handi¬ 
capped,”  she  said.  “There  are  reading 
rooms  in  the  library,  separate  rooms 
in  the  testing  center  and  reading  ser¬ 
vices.” 

Although  she  must  arrange  her 
schedule  to  accommodate  some  of 
these  services,  Weaver  said  blindness 
has  not  really  hindered  her. 

“I  think  of  it  as  a  characteristic,  not 
a  handicap,”  she  said.

Later ...  “Well,  that  was  interest¬ 
ing  —  with  an  average  of  6388.5 
parking  and  202.2  moving  violations 
per  month  (Fall  and  Winter),  only  a 


total  of  393  (both  moving  and  park¬ 
ing  included)  are  tried  in  court. 

“The  breakdown  of  results  seems 
quite  interesting:  11.6  percent  were 
found  guilty,  and  a  full  fine  assessed; 
35. 12  percent  were  found  guilty,  but 
their  fine  was  reduced  by  some  de¬ 
gree;  11.7  percent  were  found  guilty 
and  their  fine  suspended;  12.72  per¬ 
cent  of  the  cases  were  dismissed; 
and  4.84  percent  were  found  not 
guilty. 

“Oh,  and  here’s  an  interesting 
one,  Statman,  22.9  percent  of  those 
who  appealed  their  tickets  failed  to 
appear  in  court,  and  1.02  percent 
were  moving  violations  with  a  plea 
of  not  guilty  entered.” 

“Well,  Robot,  I  hope  for  your  sake 
that  when  we  go  to  court,  we  either 
fall  in  the  fine  reduced  or  the  fine 
suspended  categories.  Otherwise,  I 
won’t  let  you  go  to  Primary  Chil¬ 
drens  Robot  Repair  for  your  weekly 
lube  job.” 

Later,  Statman  and  Robot  are  on 
their  way  to  court. 

“Statman,  should  I  plead  insanity 
on  the  grounds  I  don’t  have  an  or¬ 
ganic  brain?” 

“Robot,  get  real.” 

“That’s  not  funny,  Statman.  You 
know  I  can’t  help  not  being  real.” 

Still  later,  in  court,  the  prosecut¬ 
ing  attorney  asks  what  relations 
Robot  is  to  Statman.  “I  am  his  cre¬ 
ator.” 


‘I  guess  that  makes  you  Robot’s 
legal  guardian,  doesn’t  it?” 

“Well,  I  guess  if  robots  can  have  a 
guardian,  I’m  his.” 

“BYU  law  states  that  all  depen¬ 
dents  and  spouses  are  considered 
students  and  can  only  park  in  the 
places  that  the  car  is  stickered  for. 
Furthermore,  BYU,  like  the  state 
of  Utah,  requires  that  a  person  must 
not  only  be  handicapped,  but  also 
hold  a  handicapped  parking  permit 
to  park  in  a  handicapped  zone.  Did 
Robot  have  a  permit?” 

“No.” 

“The  prosecution  rests.” 

“Statman,  we  could  be  in  trou¬ 
ble.” 

“No,  YOU  could  be  in  trouble. 
Can  you  say  scrap  metal,  boys  and 
girls?  I  knew  you  could.” 

After  five  minutes,  the  judge  an¬ 
nounces  he  has  reached  a  decision. 
“Statman,  this  court  finds  you  guilty 
of  parking  in  a  restricted  zone  with¬ 
out  a  permit. 

“However, .  because  Robot  was 
not  himself,  the  court  will  reduce 
the  fine  from  $25  to  $20. 

“You  can  pay  the  cashier  in  the 
ASB.” 

“Well,  Statman,  it  could  have 
been  worse.”

Gene-splicing  creates  new  food 


NEW  YORK  (AP)— Gene-splicing 
may  soon  produce  lettuce  that  fights 
disease,  peaches  that  don’t  grow  on 
trees,  or  perhaps  most  importantly  — 
calorie-free  chocolate  cake. 

“Can  you  imagine  what  the  public 
demand  for  these  products  will  be?” 
asked  Sanford  Miller,  director  of  the 
Center  for  Food  Safety  and  Applied 
Nutrition  of  the  U.S.  Food  and  Drug 
Administration. 

Laboratories  using  gene-splicing 
have  been  able  to  create  chocolate 
cake  and  ice  cream  that  taste  exactly 
like  the  real  thing  but  contain  few 
calories,  Miller  said  recently  at  a  con¬ 
ference  on  food  safety  and  nutrition 
sponsored  by  the  FDA  and  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

Eventually,  he  said,  the  technology 
could  produce  foods  with  all  the 


tastes,  textures  and  odors  of  the  orig¬ 
inals,  but  zero  calories  —  “the  ulti¬ 
mate  anorectic  food.  You  eat  it  and 
you’re  satisfied,  and  you  starve  to 
death  with  a  smile  on  your  face.” 

Gene-splicing,  the  technology  that 
allows  scientists  to  put  the  traits  of 
one  organism  into  another,  also  may 
produce  lettuce  that  combats  viral  ill¬ 
nesses,  or  corn  that  can  be  grown  un¬ 
derground.  Or  it  may  produce 
peaches  from  something  other  than  a 
peach  tree. 

Although  the  technology  to  pro¬ 
duce  such  things  is  developing 
rapidly,  it  may  be  a  long  time  before 
the  future  foods  are  in  the  supermar¬ 


ket,  Miller  said 

It  will  also  be  hard  to  tell  if 
high-tech  food  is  safe. 

When  the  FDA  tests  the  safeU| 
food  additives,  it  generally  fe 
enormous  doses  to  animals.  But  ge| 
altered  foods  must  be  tested  in  tlfi 
entirety,  and  it  would  be  imposs: 
for  animals  to  eat  the  requi 
amount 

So  the  FDA  is  turning  to  compi 
models  and  chemical  analysis,  Mi 
said. 

He  said  that  new  ways  of  tesl 
food  safety  were  needed  soon, 
cause  such  high-tech  creations  are 
far  away.
